“ Out in the middle of the gleaming Nile it 
lies in the night like a.phantom. palace. 
Every stone of thé moonlit pylons and col- 
umns is clearly reflected on the still surface. 
The heads of submerged palms loom darkly 
above the water as our four-oar nears the 
island, and once or twicea heave and muffled 
rustle tells, of a tree beneath the keel.” 

Giving her impressions of the scene one 
witnesses as the phantom palace of Phile is 
approached—Philz which is partly submerged 
to give life to the land of Egypt—Marion 
Thwaites continues, in the. “ Westminster 
Gazette :”—QOur boat glides lazily among the 
shadows between the sculptured pillars, which 
stand with their feet in the water. One side 
of the court is unfinished,and the bright moon- 
light shows. capitals roughly blocked oat by 
stonemasons, and measurements for carving 
marked in red by skilled artisans all long 
since vanished into shadowland. The only 
sound heard is the suck and lap of tiny wave- 
lets, whose constant motion is the one sign of 
the tremendous undertow that has pulled col- 
umns crooked which have stood for thousands 
of years. But itmust be so. Irrigation is ne- 
cessary to Egypt, and Phils lies athwart the 
path of progress... 

“By candlelight we climb-up clean-cut steps 
in the heart of a pylon, and pass small square 
chambers that open unexpectedly from the 
staircase, which might, for all the wear it 
shows, have been completed to-day. .. . The 
personal note of life is very strong on this 
island ; but it is placid, and not, as in some 
Egyptian temples, where the air surges with 
impulses of horror—fear, torture, sacrifice, who 
knows what 1—that, though enacted ages ago, 
reverberate upon human receptivity to this 
hour. No, Phile was made for pleasure, a 


place where kings took holiday. 

“Far away northward lies thetdam, a thin 
black bar across the cataract. As its parapet 
is soon tobe raised twenty-three feet, ‘Pharaoh’s 
Bed’ will be completely submerged for some 
months every year, and the painted columns 
will feel the touch of creeping damp. £50,000 
or more was spent five years ago in under- 
pinning the ruins. Would that a like sum 
could be given now to remove and erect them 
on Lord Kitchener’s Island, opposite Assouan ! 
Room there is in plenty, and they are well 
worth it. . . . Now, except. for hiding adders 


and rats, life on the Pleasure Island has run 
out, and the ruins, unless_ rescued, will soon 
slip down stone after stone into the passionless 
grasp of the Nile.

“LE TEMPS” AND THE AGITATORS.

London, Saturday. 

The general opinion here is that the recent 
articles in “Le 'l'emps” on the Lambert affair 
are merely the result of the Parisian newspaper 
having been misguided by the Egyptian Natio- 
nalist agitators, who happen to be in Paris at 
the present time and who are doing their best 
to stir up French feeling against. England’s 
policy in Egypt merely for their own ends. 

The statement in yesterday’s issue of: “Le 
Temps” to the effect that the Anglo-French 
Agreement of 1904 is limited to the aban- 
donmeut by France of all Anti-British action 
in reference to Egypt, and that this stipulation 
will be scrupulously adhered to is, considered 
to be satisfactory, as there is no reason to 
suppose that France’s commercial interests 
will be in any way affected. 

The opinion, given in the above telegram is 
also shared by many Frenchmen in Egypt. 
For example, in to-day’s issue of “L’Egypte” 
the editor, M. Raymond Cobrat, writes :— 

“It may be said that the “‘l'emps” has 
attempted to discredit Egypt. But up to now 
that newspaper has only succeeded in discre- 
diting itself in the opinion -of all those who 
are acquainted with the under-currents of 
Egypt’s political life, and who consider, that 
the fanatical theories of Mustapha Kamel are 
a dishonour to the country and are leading it 
towards ruin.”

EGYPT'S CIGARETTE TRADE. 


Both for the month of June and for the first 
six months the export cigarette trade of Egypt 
shows a considerable falling off, the figures 
for June 1907 being 45,168 kilos and June 
1906 55,746, while for the six months the 
figures for 1907 and 1906 are 233,542 
kilos, and 353,422 kilos tespectively, show- 
ing a decrease of 119,870 kilos. Germany’s 
imports of Egyptian cigarettes for the 
month total 15,930 kilos, against 30,178 
in June 1906, and England, who comes 
next, took 8,387, an increase of 1,548 over 
June of last year. France's consumption 
was 2,011 kilos against 1,590 in June 1906. 
he heaviest decreases for the six months are 
Germany 119,369 kilos; Austro-Hungary 1,778; 
Holland 904; and unspecified countries 
12,192. Increases for the same period are 
recorded for England of 2,613 kilos ; America 
4,727; France 1,847; Sweden and Norway 
1,931 ; Switzerland 1,946; Belgium 972; 
China and the far East 775 ; Italy 309 ; besides 
a few insignificant totals,

THE KHEDIVE'S RAILWAY. 


MARIOUT DEVELOPMENT.

The Khedive is not constructing the line 
through the Mariout district merely as a 
hobby, but from the outset he considered it as 
a business undertaking, which should yield 
good dividends on the capital ontlay. Itis 
paying from ten to twelve per cent. and every 
year the receipts show a steady increase with 
the exception of 1906, when owing to the 
exceptionally bad barley crop, which is the 
staple of Mariout, the line ‘broughtin only 
£13,676 as against £16,965 in 1905. From 
the traffic returns the present year’ promises to 
be a record one, and both passengers and goods 
are continually on the up-grade. The goods 
carried average 500,000 tons yearly and the 
number of passengers who use the line amount 
to the respectable annual figure of. 200,000. 
The cost of construction, including stations, 
sidings, etc., works out at about £800 per 
kilometre. One of the most significant charac! 
teristics of the line is the fact that althongh 
there are about a thousand persons employed 
on it, yetitis found to work quite easily with 
the assistance of only a single Européan. An- 
other interesting social feature of this railway 
is the attraction it has for the Bedouin 
population of the district, who are gradually 
becoming alive to the advantages of per- 
manent work at fixed wages, and are found 
to become in most cases satisfactory railway 
men. This is one of the many-civilising influen- 
ces which. the line is exercising over the 
tent-dwelling nomads, who people the 
western district from Alexandria to the fron 
tier of ‘T'ripoli. Everywhere there are signs 
that the Bedouin are waxing prosperous. The 
facilities of direct railway communication with 
Egypt's greatest port have given a great 
impetus to cultivation, and they now are able 
to find a good market at Alexandria for their 
barley. The construction of permanent posts 
for the coastguardsmen and the gangersemploy- 
ed on the railway has shown them the 
advantages of discarding tents’ in: favour of 
stone habitations, and throughout the district 
there are many visible signs of their desire to 
live in permanent dwellings. In the hilly 
country to the South of Ras el-Kanais, where 
stone is easily obtainable, many hill-tops are 
crowned with long, low, stone buildings, which 
have of late been built by the Bedonin. The 
railway, coastguards, and the police have been 
the three factors in bringing the district from 
a state of barbarism towards the elementary 
conditions of civilized life. 

For the normal gauge there are 27 large 
engines, 5 saloon and first class carriages, 4 
second class saloons, and 17 third class. There 
are also I1 brake and luggage vans, 25 covered 
trucks, 56 goods waggons, 25 ballast waggons 
and 11 cattle trucks. 

For the narrow gauge line there are 5 small 
locomotives, 2 saloon and first class carriages, 
3 second class, 5 third class saloons, and 38 
goods waggons. 

The construction of the line does not present 
anyserious ditliculties to contend with up to the 
frontier. In some cases cuttings have had to 
be made, for the surface of the country undu- 
lates considerably, but no tunnels are ne- 
cessary. 

'The snecess of the line as a financial venture 
is already assured and every year it will 
realise greater profits, owing to the progress 
of the country. It is needless to indulge in 
theories as to the possibilities of) Mariont 
becoming an agricultural paradise with the 
advent of the Nubarieh Canal extension, 
for that may still be a contingency of a 
comparatively distant date. But the. success 
which has attended the:Khedive in sinking 
wells is of good augury for the possibilities ot 
water and if the operations of the Artesian 
Boring and Prospecting Company at Mersa 
Matrouh are rewarded by the discovery ot 
an artesian water supply, it will give a 
great impetus to other similar ventures 
in the west country of Egypt. 

The ultimate goal of the line will inevitably 
be to link up with the North. African railway 
system from the West. Ina year or-so it will 
reach Mersa Matrouh and the next point 
will be the 'Tripolitan frontier at Solloum.. 
Quousque tandem? The answer is obvious. 
Although Cyrenaica is now the most secluded 
tract on the Mediterranean coast line it is 
bound to resume its old position as one of the 
most fertile districts in this continent. Like 
every other land where the ‘Turk has set his 
foot it will remain under the curse of  bar- 
reness until the blight of Ottoman dominion 
has been uprooted. Whether Italy or any other 
Power obtain the reversion of that country, it 
only needs decent government to once again 
become a land flowing with milk and honey as 
it was in ancient days. The soil was formerly 
capable of supporting some of the most flourish- 
ing Greek settlements in the Mediterranean, and 
the country only needs good administration to 
revert to its former state of prosperity. It is 
absurd to think that the railway will stop at 
Solloum. Although the highlands, which rise 
immediately on the border, will involve a 
great outlay on the engineering of the line, 
they will be unable to hinder its forward 
march towards the west and in times to come 
one of the most lucrative assets of the line will 
be the transport of the cereals and other pro- 
duce of Benghazi to the Egyptian market. 

This necessarily brief sketch of this interest- 
ing line will, it is hoped, help our readers to 
realise the importance of the great undertaking 
of the Khedive. The credit’ of the idea of 
opening up this hitherto secluded part of 
Egyptis due to him alone, and we are not 
aware of any railway in the world of such 
an extent, which is solely due for its. incep- 
tion, outlay, and up-keep to the initiative 
of an individual capitalist. 
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THE VIVANTE MYSTERY. 


DEEPER THAN EVER, 


SAYETOY DECLARED INNOCENT. 


Yesterday evening-at 10.80 o’clock Miralai 
Hopkinson Bey, Commandant of the City Police, 
the Spanish Consul, Hachem Bey, and the Ma- 
mour of the Menshieh Caracol, accompanied 
by the Spaniard, who was arrested on suspi- 
cion, went to the scene of the crime at the hotel. 
The hotel keeper and Mr. Nacamuli, who 
was the last to speak with the murdered man 
before the assassin appeared, and the Ger- 
man commercial traveller in jewellery, who 
slept in the next room, were intenogated. The 
conclusions were all in favour of the inno- 
cence of the accused. The Spanish Consul 
asked the Commandant if he was convinced of 
his innocence and he replied in the affirma- 
tive. The man was released accordingly at 
midnight. 

From the moment that the death of Mr. 
Vivante was known, the police authorities 
have been absolutely convinced that he met his 
death through acrime, and the theory of suicide 
has been absolutely scouted from the outset. 
Some doctors have admitted in principle that 
it might possibly be a case of suicide, but all 
the chances are against the theory and every 
circumstance points to murder. The police are 
actively pursuing their investigations and the 
release of the German and Spaniard, who were 
arrested on suspicion, has not discouraged 
them. The suppositions of the police as to the 
circumstances, which led up to the crime can- 
not be revealed to the public, but their suspi- 
cions are on the alert and o clue may be 
discovered at any moment. 

The cord, with which Vivante was strangled 
is quite slight and might have been used to 
tie up a box, It is covered with blood in 


various ‘parts. The visiting card of the employé | 


of the Messageries Maritimes, which was given 
by the mysterious traveller who slept a night 
near Vivante’s room, may afford some clue. 
This card isa very vague clue, for the gentle- 
man whose name it bears has nothing to do 
with the case. It may, however, become a 
precious adjunct and if it can be traced so as 
to discover how it came into the possession of 
the mysterious traveller, an important new 
factor will then enter into the case. The 
murder, according ¢o the testiinony of the 
German commercial traveller who heard a 
scuffle, must have been committed between 
2.30 and 3 am. The police were -un- 
fortunately unable to examine the exact 
state of the corpse, as the hotel keeper 
removed the cord from the dead man. Hachem 
Bey, the intelligent director of the Public 
Safety’ Department at the Alexandria Gouvern- 
orat, does not consider that he could be 
blamed for removing the cord, as, the crime 
having oly recently been perpetrated, he was 
justified in trying to see if respiration could be 
restored. 

The theory that the metive was originally 
robbery is not substantiated. Vivante did 
not habitually carry large sums about with 
him. Moreover his gold watch and the money 
he had in his pockets were found intact. 

The theory that he met his death at the 
hands of somebody, who merely had a spite 
against him, is improbable, as the murderer 
committed the: deed in ‘such a hazardous 
fashion. If an ex-employé had tried to wreak 
his vengeance, he would have had many surer 
means than to make away with him in such 
a fashion and at the danger of his own life, 
as detection was very probable under the cir- 
cumstances. 

The only theory which is probable is that 
we are face to face with a deliberate murder 
committed by a person who was directly in- 
terested in the killing of Mr. Vivante, so that 
he should be put out of existence in the 
speediest manner, and that, so necessary was 
it to effect this crime at once, the assassin 
was ready to run the risk of detection by even 
perpetrating it in a crowded hotel in the 
centre of Alexandria.

THE WADI RAIYAN. 


To tae Eprror or Tax “Eayptian Gazerre.” 
Sir: 

The Seoretary of State has sent me a note 
containing a communication from the Egyp- 
tian Administration which has for its apparent 
object to disturb the friendly feeling enter- 
tained in the United States for Egypt. There 
are several similar communications in the 
Record, now before the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations, containing my efforts to 
provide Egypt with a flood escape and storage 
reservoir, and reduce taxation, while adding at 
least forty per cent. to the cultivated area of 
the Delta. If the articles on this subject, pub- 
lished in the “Egyptian Gazette”, since that 
of Dr. Schweinfurth in 1888 was reprinted, 
they would suffice to furnish a complete history 
of a discovery and a project unique in history, 
in very many characteristics. 

In 1894, Sir Benjamin Baker wrote an 
article for the “Nineteenth Century” in which 
he said : “The first project examined by the 
Commission was Mr. Cope Whitehouse’s Wadi 
Raiyan Reservoir, which as all the world 
knows, consists in the conversion of a deep 
depression in the desert, discovered by him, 
into a vast lake of nearly threé hundred square 
miles area.” American engineers and contrac- 
tors have always been ready, since 1887, to 
construct the Raiyan canal and sluiceways for 
one million pounds, ‘or less, with no other 
charge than that of an annual payment not 
exceeding fifty thousand pounds yearly, until 
it was perfectly covenient for the Egyptian 
treasury to take up the annual obligation. All 
these offers have been met in a spirit dis- 
tinctly inimical to the United States. The 
present Egyptian administration takes a cn- 
rious pleasure in an effort’ hitherto unsuccess- 
ful, to compel the American Government to 
resort to a suit in the International Tribunals, 
or an application to the Sultan to enforce 
treaty obligations. Thus far the advisers of 
his Highness the Khedive, have signally 
failed ; chiefly,—it must be admitted— be- 
cause their advice and threats have been 
met with a spirit of amused contempt, not 
to say derision, At the same time, in order 
to remove any possible misunderstanding, 
I request you to give notice in the “Egyptian 
Gazette” that I have assnred the President 
of the United. States that I will never, 
under any circumstances, bring a suit against 
the inhabitants of Egypt to recover dama- 
ges for losses sustained by the failure to 
carry out my project. This failure is due 
entirely to the existing administrative ma- 
chinery, for which the inhabitants of Egypt 
cannot be considered responsible. If the 
project should be executed® by. the Ministry 
of Public Works, of even by a syndicate’ 
similar to that ofthe Assouan Dam, I might 
be obliged to defend the tax-payers against 
loss, but no proceedings will be, taken for 
my personal gain. The matter is fully 
explained in my letters to thé Department 
of State, pages 29-36 of the message from 
the President of the United States trans- 
mitting a report of the Secretary of State, 
Senate Document No. 104; January 4, 1906. 

Tt may be found necessary to take legal 
proceedings against certain officials, but these 
will be preventive, as well as punitive, so 
as to give their successors a lesson in per- 
sonal ethics and international law.

the Government shows towards the arrest of 
criminals, who, on account of the ignorance of 
the Government or its pretention of ignorance, 
enjoy the pleasant escape from the reprimand- 
ing claws of the laws. In fact'the state of 
affairs in Behera nowadays gives a_ striking 
example of anarchy, tyranny, and despotism. 
Yes, to crumble the head of the reader with. 
enumerating the long string of tragedies ‘of : 
Behera, would perhaps much apnoy him; 
lead him to pour insults upon the authorities: 
of this province, especially when he comes to 
the fact that all the crimes are filed for disap- 
pearance of criminals. And here the question 
how and why are criminals given the Qpportu- 
nity to set to large rises. A question ‘quite 
worthy of reply, as the maintenance of public 
security forms the principal element in the 
prosperity of the country and stands the first 
duty of every civilised nation, ‘The failure of 
our Government to avert criminals, answers.

LEBANON'S NEW GOVERNOR.

Beyrout, July 15, 1907. 
On Wednesday the Consulates General of 
the Principal European Powers received trom 


their respective embassies \the intelligence of 


the unanimons election of Joseph Pasha 
Francoas Governor General of the Lebanon. 
Since then, however, the Acting Governor of 
this Province has not received an official 
notification of this appointment, and the pub- 
lication of the Imperial Iradé is awaited with 
a certain amount of nervous anxiety. ‘The 
leaders of those factions sections of the 
Lebanese ,who protested against the appoint- 
ment of Joseph Pasha, save the fact that. they 
had received no favours during the time of 
Naoum Pasha, his brother-in-law, were dis- 
mayed at the receipt of the intelligence of 
Youssef Pasha’s appointment. It is said that 
not less than £250 were spent by the agitators 
on telegrams to Constantinople, embodying 
appeals and protests against the nomination of 
any one of Naoum Pasha’s family. An ordinary 
common sense should have made _ these 
political pretenders realize that the people’s 
will, even if it were tobelargely representative, 
(which it was not in this particular instance) 
does not weigh much in the balance of am- 
bassadorial or imperial decisions. It may be 
reasonably presumed that Joseph Pasha’s past 
diplomatic career will enable him to carry on 
the administration. successfully. The terrible 
state of chaotic disorder and instability into 
which the Lebanon has lately drifted, especi- 
ally during the late Mutessarif’s illness, will 
call into special need diplomatic skill and 
judicious treatment. Let us hope that the new 
Governor will also give evidence of other than 
mere diplomatic ability. This podr province 
is sorely in need of a just and incorruptible 
tule. As regards the question of fiscal, judicial, 
and administrative reforms this isa matter 
that lies with those higher powers that rule the 
destinies of this province, and the sooner the 
matter is brought before their notice the 
better.

EGYPT'S TRADE..- 


ONION EXPORTS. 


At the close of another onion season a 
few remarks on the trade itself and also 
on the. conditions ruling in the market. dur- 
ing the past few months may possibly be 
of some interest to members. 

In point of value, onions in 1906 were 
a good third, on the list of the minor exports 
from Egypt, though the returns showed a 
distinct drop both in quantities and values 
over those of 1905. 

The table given overleaf contains the Cus- 
toms statistics relating to the exports of 
onions during the past five years. It will 
be seen that in quantity and value the crop 
rose ‘very satisfactorily for the first four years 
of the period; thongh it dropped heavily in 
1906 owing to a poor crop. The average 
price per ton has fluctuated considerably 
during the five years, In 1902 it was L.E. 
2,016, (£2: 1: 4.), in 1903, LE. 2,592 
(£2: 13: 2), in 1904, LE. 3,346 (3:8: 7), 
in, 1905, L.E. 8,500 (£3: 11: 9:), whilst in 
1906 it was only L.E. 2,607 (£.2: 18: 5). 

For the current year from the 1st January 
to the end of May, the returns were 61,765 
tons= LE. 154,458 thus giving an average 
price per ton of L.E. 2,500 (£2: 11: 3). 

The principal onion growing centres are 
in Upper Egypt, from Giga down to Cairo, 
the most important being the Magadah 
district. Only one kind of onion, known as 
the Egyptian white onion, is grown. It is 
a smaller variety than the Spanish one, and 
has a less pungent taste and odour. 

The seed is usually sown in January and 
February, the ‘crop being ready for market 
about the beginning of March. The season is 
generally over towards the end of May. 

Beyond the trade for local consumption in 
Cairo, practically the whole of the Egyptian 


crop is sold in Alexandria, the up-country | 


native forwarding his onions in bags, each 
containing about ewt :. The railway rate from 
Magadah station a distance of 377 kilometres 
from Alexandria—is P.'T. 572 (£5: 17: 4) for 
a waggon of 10 tons. Up to last season, the 
onions were delivered by the Railway Admi- 
nistration on a certain portion of the Customs 
quays, which was then used as the market. 
A special station for dealing, amongst other 
things, with this traffic has been built at 
Gabbary (Alexandria) where the market. is now 
held. The merchants are allowed 24 hours free 
storage on the station premises. 

The grading of onions is usually earried out 
at, Alexandria, though some merchants have 
the work done on the land itself. After 
grading, the goods are when necessary re 
bagged, and are then ready for shipment 
abroad, ; 

The principal markets for the Egyptian 
onions are Liverpool, Trieste and Hull, after 
which come London, Hamburg and Rotterdam. 
New York and Boston take a certain number 
of bags when the Texas crop is a poor one. 
Owing to the heavy import duty in America of 
some 4/- ‘w bag, only the best selections of 
onions are shiipped to that country. , 

The freight during the past season from 
Alexandria to Liverpool was 18/- a ton, which 
was the rate agreed upon by the merchants 
and steamship lines. 

At the opening of the past season it was 
rumoured that the crop turned out to be about 
17 % smaller than last year, the shrinkage was 
not up to expectations, and from the middle 
of April arrivals from up country here were 
very heavy. From the commencement of the 
season to the 12th of June, 1,221,019° bags 
reached Alexandria against 1,475,803. last 
year, 

The crop suffered through the cold weather 
in February and March, and was some 15 to 
20 days backward. In consequence of the hard 
winter in Europe, coupled with the rnmoured 
heavy shortage: in the Egyptian crop, it was 
expected that the demand abroad would be 
good, and merchants at the commencement 
shipped before the ovions were properly ma- 
tured, in order to catch the early market. The 
result was that the goods arrived heated in 
Liverpool, and prices suffered accordingly. 
In certain cases which have come under onr 
notice the bags, instead of fetching from 6/- to 
7/- each, only realised from 1/- to 3/-, whilst 
others had to be thrown overboard After the 
first few consignments, shipments reached Eng- 
and in a satisfactory condition, and prices 
wentas high as 7/6 a bag, whilst the small 
onions for pickling purposes touched at one 
time 9/6 a bag. 


At the opening in Alexandria, merchantg’[’ 


paid growers as high as P.'T’. 55 (11.) to P.T.60 
(12/-) a cantar (2 1/2 ewt). The price then’ 
dropped as low as,P.T. 35, and afterwards ona 
better demand rose to P.T. 58. The latter 
figure was more or less maintainéd during May, 
andthe season finally closed about P.T. 50 
(10/8). 

In consequence of the shipping strike in 
New York in May, supplies were very short 
there and a good demand arose on this side. In 
some instances the goods were unloaded at 
Boston and then forwarded to New York. 

The number of the bags of onions shipped 
to the principal ports during March, April and 
May 1907 was as follows :— 

Liverpool 409,583, Trieste 231,338, Hull 
208,304, London 120,175, Hamburg 49,139, 
Manchester 24,042 and Rotterdam 12,888. 
The American figures are inclnded in the 
Liverpool returns. (British Chamber of Com- 
merce).
